WHEREAS  the  regulations  for  the  survey, 
administration,  disposal,  and  management  of 
Dominion  lands  within  the  Forty-mile  Railway 
Lelt  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  estab- 
lished by  Order  in  Council  of  September  17th, 
1889,  provide  that  Dominion  lands  shall  be  laid 
out  into  sections  of  a mile  square,  together  with  an 
allowance  of  12  acres  for  road  purposes,  and  that 
each  section  shall  be  divided  into  quarter-sections 
of  160  acres,  together  with  an  allowance  for  roads 
of  3 acres;  and 

Whereas  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  reports  that, 
in  accordance  with  these  provisions,  the  areas  of 
lands  have  been  given  on  the  plans  of  townships 
exclusive  of  the  allowance  for  roads  at  the  rate  of
